There is no reason for dis- 
erace in such acknowledgment, because they are in 
the best of company. ‘The greatest triumphs have 
been accomplished by those who have made mis- 
takes and discovered them and profited by them.

The 18th Annual Meeting of Indiana Master Plumbers’ 


The Home of Early Indiana Legislatures. 


Association 


Held at Vincennes, Ind., March 21 and 22, 1911 


Vincennes: where the poet pipes his lay and the plumb 
er lays his pipe, was the meeting-place of the Indiana 
master plumbers.

The Indiana Master Plumbers’ Association held its 15th 
annual convention in successful fashion in Vincennes, 
Ind., on March 21st and 22d, 1911. The headquarters were 
at the Grand Hotel and the sessions of the convention 
were held in the commodious hall adjoining. 

Everybody started to talk history as soon as they 
reached the depot. The air of Vincennes is full of it, 
and plumbers who had never thought of history since 
they got through their last licking at school, posed as 
experts on the subject. One of them had a camera with 
him, with which he intended to take the photograph of 
“Alice of Old Vincennes.” He did not believe she was 
dead yet, and in the last part of this report we show a 
print which he claims to be the result of his efforts in 
his photographic research. For family reasons, we are 
not revealing the name of the photographer, but we do 
not believe that Alice looked like that. 

Vinsennes was a noted French soldier. The early in 
habitants of the convention city were content to use his 
name as that of their abiding-place. Later on, some one 
who had difficulty in forming the letter “s” spelled it 
with a “‘c”’. There was much indignation at this reformed 
spelling, but as there were a number of people who 
could not write the letter “s” successfully, the spelling 
remains to this date. 

The chief historical show-places of Vincennes are ex- 
President Harrison’s home and the old legislative hall 
On the lawn in front of the Harrison home Harrison 
made a final attempt to effect a peaceful settlement with 
Tecumseh. Invited to sit on the lawn, Tecumseh said 
“The sun is my father and the earth 1s my mother, and 
on her bosom I! recline.” Stretched out on the grass, 
Tecumseh and his four attendants listened to the term: 
proposed, and refused them. ‘They formed a confederacy 
of the Indian tribes, and became allies to the British 
The battle of Tippecanoe brought Tecumseh defeat and 
death. Tecumseh’s character was a high one, and his 
name has been perpetuated in many forms throughout 
his country.

The legislative hall on Third street was examined by 
a number of the conventioners. It was the early seat of 
western colonial legislation It is a two-story house 
with an outside stairway. Parts of the old logs and some 
of the huge iron spikes are still to be seen. The French 


element in Vincennes still exists, though it 1s gradually 
passing away. The names on the stores remind one ot 
the town’s French ancestry, but through the constant 
labors ot Cupid—the great obliterator of the lines of 
racial demarkation—the Pagiers of the past are becomin: 
Pages, and the Dupuis are transformed into Depews 
Thus do we hew out our American nomenclature 

lt is interesting to note that the Vincennes “Sun” was 
the earliest paper published west of the Alleghanies. Elihu 
Stout, founder of the paper, traveled from Vincennes on 
a mule to Frankfort, Ky., to get his first printing equip 
ment. It was not so easy to get reading-matter in those 
days as it is now. On the lourth of July, 1804, he pub 
lished the “Indiana Gazette.” In 1845 the “Sun” first rose 
on Indiana soil \ picture of Mr. Stout in the “Sun” 
othce shows the typical pioneers face, bearing all thi 
signs of endurance, bull-dog tenacity, and unswerving 
purpose

The application may look peculiar to some people for 
the reason that it must be signed by two master plumb- 
ers. This they do on their honor; now, if the intent of 
the application is followed out, there is little chance for 
any board putting a man through that is not entitled to 
a certificate. The applicant must also make affidavit when 
filing the application that the signatures are genuine, also 
the filling out of the application. This must be fled 15 
days before the day of examination. If the applicant its 
not known to some member of the board, this gives the 
secretary a chance to look the applicant up so as not to 
interfere with the jurisdiction of other boards.

There has been objection made to the application that it 
puts all the power in the hands of the plumber and has 
a tendency to keep responsibie men out of the business 
tor selfish motives. In my nine and one-half years on 
the board of examiners I[ have vet to see this tried, but 
if such were the case and it could be proven with satis- 
faction to the board, I, as a member of the board, would 
certainly be in favor of giving the applicant the exami- 
nation and a certificate if he were entitled to it as a 
master or journeyman plumber as the case might be. 
The method of examinations used now is as follows: 
The applicant is first taken into a room called the shop, 
fitted up with a bench where there are tools, plumbers’ 
furnace, lead-pipe, solder, etc., and instructed to prepare 
and wipe three joints: One four-inch round joint; one 
one-and-one-half-inch horizontal branch joint, and one 
five-eighth-inch round joint. When this is done the shop 
part of the examination is completed. The applicant 1s 
then given some paper, a ruler and pencil, and instructed 
to make a sketch of three different kinds of jobs of drain- 
age, to be selected by the board, giving the size of soil- 
pipes, vent and waste connections, showing the outlet for 
fixtures and the general construction of the system. The 
board does not require any fancy drafting, but enough to 
show the intent of the applicant. If not skilled enough in 
the act of sketching to make the board understand his 
intention, he is given a blackboard examination. This re- 
quires one of the plumbers on the board to make 
sketches of piping, both right and wrong construction to- 
cether, and have the applicant show the mistakes and 
proper construction. Then different lines of pipes are 
drawn on the blackboard and the applicant must show 
the examiner who is doing the sketching where to take 
out the different connections of fixtures and vent-pipe, 
enough to show that he understands the way it should be 
done. It is a very rare occurrence that the blackboard 
;s used throughout for an examination, but we find it use- 
ful for'explanations. The applicant is then given 20 ques- 
tions to answer pertaining to the theory and practice of 
plumbing. I do not believe in any catch questions or in 
any way trying to puzzle an applicant, but accord him 
fair and honorable treatment After looking over the 
examination papers, while the applicant 1s still present 


so there will be no misunderstanding. the board 1s called 


together to go over the papers and figure out the per- 
‘entage In doing this the following points are taken 
under consideration How long the applicant has been 
engaged in the business of plumbing; his skill as a work- 
man and the time at shop-practice. The papers with the 
application are filed away and are open for inspection 
at any time when cailed for, should any controversy 
arise. 

lt can be readily seen by the system used by this 
board that there is little danger of having men appear 
before the board just to take a chance and give trouble 
and work for nothing, for any man who has served time 
at the business of plumbing will have little trouble having 
any application signed. I have taken for a basis in pre- 
senting this paper the master plumber’s examination. 
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fhe journeyman’s is on the same order, but not as hard

an examination to pass. I have on the list 20 boards of 


examiners of plumbers throughout tne state. The late 
census gives the state 32 cities over 10,000 population, s: 
if the law were enforced, we should have 12 additional 
boards. Under the revised law of 1909, both masters and 
journeymen must renew their certificates each year. Thi 
fee 1s $10.00 tor a master and $1.00 for a journeyman 
This revenue would in most cities go tar toward paying 
the expense of a board. The one bad teature of the state 
law is its lack of enforcement. ‘This, in a great measure 
is the fault of the plumber.

Article 1. This association shall be known as the

Article 2. The elective ofticers of this association shall 
consist of president, secretary and treasurer; by a two 
thirds vote of the members present of the association, 
the president may act as secretary 

Article 3. The election of officers shall be held at the 
yearly convention. Any member of this association in 
sood standing is eligible to hold office. All applications 
for membership shall be made to the president. 

\rticle 4. The dues shall be $2.00 per year, payable in 
advance, and must accompany the application. All dues 
payable from January Ist, 1909 

Article 5. The president shall turn over all money 
collected by him to the treasurer. 

Article 6. The president shall preside at all meetings 
and enforce order and see that all orders are properly 
carried out, and perform such other duties as the associa 
tion may deem proper 

Article 7. The recording secretary shall keep a record 
of all transactions of the association, read all papers and 
documents and perform all other duties the association 
directs, draw all orders on the treasurer passed by the 
association, attesting the same by his signature and seal 
of the association 

Article 8. The treasurer shall have charge of all money 
of the association, pay out only on the order of the asso 
ciation, attested by the president and secretary. 

Article 9. Boards of examiners of plumbers shall not 
give the examination to any person outside their juris- 
diction. 

\rticle 10. All applicants for examination must make 
application at least 15 days before the meeting, to the 
board where the examination is to take place, except 
where an applicant is known by some member of the 
board to be in the jurisdiction of the board and entitled 
to the examination. Where application blanks are filled 

ut they must be sworn to by the applicant before a 
notary public before any examination is given. Five 
members in good standing shall constitute a quorum. 
Upon written request of five members in good standing, 
the president shall call a meeting of the board 

Article 11. Whenever it shall come to the knowledge 
of the president that any dishonest methods were used by 


a board of examiners of plumbers to issue a certificate to 


any person and they are found guilty, they shall be 
dropped from the roll of the association,and the city where 
said board exists be notified: and should the applicant 
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attempt to use the certificate in any city where there 1s a 


board of examiners, then the chairman of the board will 
notity the board of health or proper authorities and his 
certiticate may be revoked

Perhaps a man 1s politically inclined. If so, look at the 
openings to choose from. There are plumbing inspectors. 


Sanitary imspectors, sewer and watet inspectors, meter 


readers, water inspectors, boiler inspectors, labor commuis- 
sioners, and in fact, the list is too long to enumerate and 
any man with the knowledge which must come with the 
conducting of a plumbing and heating business can fill 
any of these positions with credit to himself and honor 
to the community 

Then, too, there is no reason why a man who 1s once a 
plumber must be always a plumber. Why not try some- 
thing else? If you can run a plumbing shop you can surely 
run a hardware, grocery, or implement store. Why not 
try the automobile business’ It is up and coming and 
your knowledge of mechanics should stand you well in 
hand. Purchase one or two light auto trucks and estab- 
lish an auto package delivery. It is a new field and a good 
one and the first crop is going to be the best one. 

Or, secure the agency for a good acetylene system and 
cater to that end of the business. As a rule, the makers 
of these plants are good advertisers and they get the 
names of a whole lot of good prospects, and these pros- 
pects as a general thing are farmers of means who may 
be induced to invest in not only a lighting system, but in 
a heating plant, a plumbing system, a water supply system, 
or a septic tank 

Another thing, all of the larger cities are infested with 
a number of curb-stone building contractors who seem 
to flourish and make money though apparently they op- 
erate on little or no capital (at least those that we have 
had the pleasure [?] of bumping into were that way) and 
we darn fool plumbers break our necks for a chance to 
do their work at cut-throat prices. Why not become a 
building contractor and do your own plumbing and heat 
ing?’ By utilizing the knowledge you must have acquired 
in your daily work, you should be able to make your mark 
in this field. 

There is one point I would like to bring out although the 
fact that I do not know G. G.’s age makes it difficult to 
tell beforehand whether or not it will interest him. It is 
this. I am of the opinion that there is a constantly in- 
creasing demand for sanitary engineers and were I person- 
ally at this very minute in a position to lock up shop 
and get out, | would convert all of my resources into cash 
and hie me to the Boston Tech and there I would cram 
me full of the knowledge of sanitary engineering, follow- 
ing which I would establish myself in one of the larger 
cities in a profession which at the present time is almost 
without competition.

Finally, if G. G. does not want to go to school, does not 


want a political job, does not want to work for a supply 


house and does not want to work for some other master, 
but does wish to stay in the plumbing and heating busi 
ness, | would say this: “Arrange to be away from your own 
shop tor about two months. Either place the foreman in 
charge or else lock up. Go to the nearest big city, call o1 
the agents of some of the railroads which penetrate the 
western country, for example, the Santa Fe, Great North- 
ern, Soo Line, Rock Island, or the Milwaukee, and ask 
them for all of the information they have regarding the 
openings in the plumbing and heating line in the best new 
towns on their lines. Go to several of the agents, list the 
various towns, consider their climate, their proximity to 
other large towns, their chances for future development, 
the country surrounding them, and eliminate the undesir 
able ones from your list.

there seems to be no intention of action and the immediate 
effect of the passage of the law now under discussion 
would be to compel attention to this important matter 
The bill provides for the establishment of a state plumbing 
board, to which matters pertaining to sanitation would be 
referred and which would have charge of the registration 
of plumbers. All plumbers now registered by the various 
municipalities would continue to hold licenses, but future 
registration would be done under state instead of city su- 
pervision. There are some provisions in the new bill that 
are not exactly to the liking of some master plumbers, who 
would raher see more radical changes made, but on the 
whole the measure 1s very acceptable and all are working

end of the old drinking-cup in the schools of Albany 
Various apparatus will be examined ~_ probably tested, 
and when the selection is finally made, Is expected that 
the board will order all the school buildings equipped with 
same 

Plans for the construction of an intercepting sewer 
along the river front from State street to Madison avenue, 
and the carrying of the present intercepting sewer, which 
empties into the basin near Columbia street, out into the 
river, have been filed by the city engineer with the state 
commissioner of health. The plans provide for the erec- 
tion of screening chambers at the mouths of the sewers, 
so that the detritus may be collected and carted away. 
Betore anything can be done, however, the plans must first 
be approved by the state health authorities, as provided 
by law. The present sewerage system of Albany takes 
away both storm water and house sewage and it 1s com- 
puted that there are about 100 miles of sewers in the 
city, the growth of 200 years. The sewage has always 
emptied into the river through large sewers that run down 
certain streets leading to the river. The installation of 
this new intercepting sewer will eliminate certain dis- 
agreeable features along the river front, which have been 
a detriment, it 1s claimed, for years.

No sooner was Mayor Brown installed in. offic 
than a tight was started against the plumbers, which ha 
continued without interruption ever since up to this time 
The plumbers claim that the promise s made by the mayor 
have not been redeemed, and that the plumbers | 
ceived worse treatment at the hands of the present 
ministration then under any preceding one 

\bout the first of June of last year, the administratio 
proposed that in all cases where the plumbers sought to 
make excavations in the street a deposit of $25 for each 
10 feet or fraction chesoed should be placed with the 
city, and that this deposit continue until each plumbet 
had with the city the sum of $500 \t that time ther 
were 160 shops in Kansas City. and this measure meant 
the elimination from the, working capital of the plumbers 
of $80,000. It was further proposed that the city should 
repair such cuts and also superintend the refilling thereot, 
and the proposed measure further provided ‘that inspectors 
be appointed to superintend this work. This measure wa 
bitterly contested by the plumbers, the fight lasted for 
some two or three months, and finally a compromise was 
reached by which the amount of deposit was lowered to 
$350. No sooner had this ordinance been passed than 
the plumbers organized a construction company known as 
the Western "a em and Construction Co. The pur 
pose of the company was to engage in the sewer, side 
walk and general construction business, and it was in 
tended that the plumbers of Kansas City sub-let their 
excavation work in streets and sidewalks to the construc 
tion company, ow in this manner avoid taking out of 
the plumbing business some $80,000. This plan was fully 
carried out and the construction company ne been doing 
95 per cent of the work in the streets of Kansas City 
The city has only been able to collect something !ess 
than $5,000 instead of $80,000 as it had intended 

Mr. W. F. Zumbrunn, who 1s the general attorney of the 
plumbers and also of the construction company, informed 
the city at the time of the passage of this ordinance that 
it was not a fair measure to the public and that sooner 
or latter the city would have a burden to carry in shoul 
dering the responsibility of this measure, and it has re- 
cently developed that this prediction has come true. From 
what your correspondent can learn, the city officials were 
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ich chagrined at this movement by the plumbers and 
ir recently started another heht, that has waxed to 
tever heat for several weeks Mr. VW { Weaver is the 
uperintendent of streets in Kansas City and his actions 
have been such as to call down upon his head bitter d 
nunciation at the hands of Kansas City contractors, the 
isphalt companies, the sewer men and the plumbers. This 
resulted. some three or four weeks ago, in a demand by\ 
these men for the resignation of Mr. Weaver, who re- 
d to resign, and a demand was then made upon Mayor
